the lamp. 
Hamilton of course untied 
the rope below and lowered the light 
to the street, where he attempted to 
extinguish the flame by passing his 
hand back and forth in front of it. 
8ome one called to him from the side* 
walk to be careful not to touch the 
wire, and in turning about to reply 
his open hand came in contact with 
the wire and he was thrown backward 
to the curb, where he fell. 
Bystanders carried the injured man 
Into Allison's restaurant, where an ex­ 
amination showed there were no signs 
of life. Several physicians were sum­ 
moned and everything possible done 
to revive him, but from the moment 
he was picked up no signs of life were 
noticed. 
John Hamilton was born in Hamil­ 
ton town, opposite Wellsville, SI years 
ago, and with the exception of a few 
years the greater portion of his life 
was spent In this city, where he was 
among the best known and most promi­ 
nent citizens. 
He was appointed to the position 
which he held at the time of his death 
on May 8, 1900, and has been an able 
assistant to Captain Terrence at the 
Bast End station. 
The funeral will take place tomor­ 
row morning from his late home on 
Pennsylvania avenue, and

will be made in the cemetery at Ham- 
lltontown.

Two swindlers of railroad compaa 
ies by means of forged passes, and one 
swindler of manufacturers by the use 
of me mans, were sentenced to the 
penitentiary from Chicago yesterday. 
Gilbert E. Meiers and John H. Jones, 
the wholesale 
forgers 
of 
railway 
passes, 
who 
were 
arrested when 
about to Leave Chicago a few weeks 
ago, pleaded guilty of forgery before 
Judge Tuley, and a few minutes later 
were sentenced to Joliet for an inde- 
i terminate term. 
Although the 
men 
were glad 
to 
plead guilty without 
j troubling the prosecution to present 
its evidence, they were not willing to 
tell the extent to which they had de­ 
frauded the railroads. 
A few facts about their operations 
were drawn from the men, but no con­ 
nected story was told by them. 
The 
amounts of which the railroads have 
been defrauded by them run into the 
thousands of dollars, and 
railroads 
throughout the country have been vic­ 
timized, but no definite idea of the ex­ 
tent of the operations can be secured. 
In addition to the forging and selling 
of employes' passes, for which the men 
were arrested, they had another meth­ 
od of obtaining transportation. They 
would present to the passenger agent 
of a railroad a forged letter from the 
head of another road, asking for trip 
passes for two employes of the foreign 
road. When this letter was honored 
by the issuance of the requested pass­ 
es. the pasteboards would be prompt­ 
ly sold to a scalper. 
Meiers told of 
getting six return passes to important 
western points in this manner. They 
were sold to Bill Nye, a Chicago scal­ 
per, for $210, and 
were 
recovered 
from him, after the arrest of Meiers 
and Jones by the railroads interested. 
Meiers and 
Jones worked in one 
city after another through the coun­ 
try, and it was due to the vigilance of 
Central Passenger association officials 
who were on the lookout for them, 
that they were caught when they ap­ 
peared here. They ordered bogus au­ 
tograph stanmps fromA. W. Martin & 
Co., makers of rubber stamps, who re­ 
ported the order to the passenger as­ 
sociation. 
The forgers depended on 
the possession of false stamps and of 
paper and passes 
printed by them­ 
selves for their success. 
Five Indictments. 
There were five indictments against 
the men, but when they pleaded guilty 
to the charge of forging a pass over 
the Norfolk A W estern the other in­ 
dictments were dropped. 
Since the arrest of the pair it has 
been learned that Meiers has a crimi­ 
nal record. His real name is P. N. Van 
Sickel, his home is in New Lexington, 
O., and he was formerly a Wagner car 
conductor. 
He was convicted a year 
ago in Reading, Pa., of obtaining em­ 
ployment by means of forged letters, 
and served a sentence of three months 
in the Berks county jail. He was also 
convicted last May in New York city 
of forging the name of L. E. Rossiter, 
president of the Brooklyn Rapid Tran­ 
sit company, for which he served a 
short term in the Kings county Jail. 
He was at the same time indicted for 


another forgery in New York, but es­ 
caped through a legal technicality. 
The men were prosecuted by T. E. 
Brodbelt, special agent of the Central 
Passenger association; Joseph J. Dor­ 
an, Philadelphia, general solicitor of 
the Norfolk & Western, and John H. 
Coulter, of Chicago, were the 
attor­ 
neys for the railroads, and Assistant 
State’s Attorney Olsen appeared for 
the state.

The question of an absolutely sure 
sigu of death has troubled mankind 
from ancient times. 
It has been most 
variously answered, but never to en­ 
tire satisfaction. 
The difficulties we 
meet with are: Fir.st. that not all or­ 
gans of the body die iu one moment, 
and second, that the action of some of 
the vital organs may be so diminished 
that bv ordinary means it appears al­ 
most Inipossible to decide whether the 
life iu them is iu fact extinct or not. 
The actual causes of phy siological 
death are three: First, cessation 
brain function; second, cessation 
respiration or failure of the lungs; 
third, failure of the heart 
The first. Involving immediate death 
of the central or animal nervous sy s­ 
tem onlv. is not at once followed by 
the inactivity of the peripheral nervous 
sy stem and its spe<-ial so called vegeta­ 
tive centers, as long ago was demom 
strated by Browu-Sequard, Scbiff and 
others. 
So the lungs may continue to 
contract and expand, the heart may 
continue to tH*at, even if with greatly 
diminished power. 
We know further 
that the life of the skin is not extinct, 
lalr and nails continue to grow, the 
stomach continues to digest, the liver 
to secrete bile. etc. Respecting the sec­ 
ond cause of death, we well know that 
respiration may cease for quite awhile 
If the brain is not afft*cted and the cir­ 
culation not Interrupted. 
And of the 
third cause, by heart failure, the same 
may be said. 8 o we see that we may 
apeak of true, absolute phy siological 
deatb only after the cessation of func­ 
tion of the three organs together or at 
least of two of tbem. the lungs and the 
heart, without tlie life action of which 
the brain certainly cannot operate. 
Now. as regards respiration, we have 
very simple means to demonstrate its 
cessation. 
8 o remains, in fact, as 
only one to show Its true death the 
heart. This to prove Indml nWlth abso­ 
lute certainty is quite a difficult prob­ 
lem.

The phenomenon of course is easily 
enough explained In the living by the 
stagnation of the blood In the veins 
and the capillaries when a new supply 
through the arteries and the backflow 
through the veins is cut off by the liga­ 
ture.

The actual causes of physiological 
death are three: First, cessation of 
braiu function; second, cessation of 
respiration or failure of the lungs; 
third, failure of the heart 
The first, involving immediate death 
of the central or animal nervous sys­ 
tem onlv. is not at onee followed by 
the inactivity of the peripheral nervous 
system and its special so called vegeta­ 
tive centers, as long ago was demon­ 
strated by B r o wu-Seq nard, Schiff and 
others.

Forgers of Railroad Passes Get Inde­ 
terminate Terms in the 
Penitentiary.

He Was Thrown Several Feet and 
Was Dead When He Was 
Picked Up.

Firem an John Hamilton was instant- 


m - ly killed on Monday evening by an 
electrical shock from a live wire on 
M ulberry street. E ast End. 
The lamp is located at the Mulberry 
Btreet railroad crossing and is paid for 
by the 
railroad company. 
For that 
reason very little attention has been 
paid to the service from this particu­ 
lar light by the light company, and a s 
a result it has been out most of th*; 
tim e for weeks. 
Firem an Hamilton noticed the light 
go out, and, hastening to 
the 
rope 
which secured it in place, he shook 
the thing in an endeavor to start I t 
The only effect this had was to cause 
the wires to 
become 
tangled 
and 
caught fire to a manila rope 
above 
the lamp. 
Hamilton of course untied 
the rope below and lowered the light 
to the street, where he attem pted to 
extinguish the flame by passing his 
hand back and forth in front of it. 
Some one called to him from the side­ 
walk to be careful not to touch the 
wire, and in turning about 
to reply 
his open hand came in contact with 
the wire and he was thrown backward 
to the curb, where he fell. 
Bystanders carried the injured man 
Into Allison’s restaurant, where an ex­ 
amination showed there were no signs 
of life. Several physicians were sum­ 
moned and everything possible done 
to revive him, but from the moment 
he was picked up no signs of life were 
noticed. 
John Hamilton was born in Hamil- 
to n to w n , opposite W ellsville, Bl years 
ago, and with the exception of a few 
years the greater portion of his life 
was spent in this city, where he was 
among the best known and most promi­ 
nent citizens. 
H e was appointed to 
the position 
which he held a t the time of his death 
on May 8, 1900, and has been an able 
assistant to Captain Terrence at the 
E ast End station. 
The funeral will take place tom or­ 
row m orning from his late home 
on 
Pennsylvania avenue, and 
interm ent 
will be made in the cem etery at Ham* 
iltontown. 
Funeral services will be in charge 
of the Royal Arcanum, of which the 
deceased was a member, aud it Is prob­ 
able a detail from the local fire depart­ 
m ent will be in attendance.

Two swindlers of railroad compan­ 
ies by means of forged passes, and one 
swindler of m anufacturers by the use 
of tne mans, were sentenced to '.he 
penitentiary from Chicago yesterday. 
G ilbert E. Meiers and John H. Jones, 
the wholesale 
forgers 
of 
railway 
passes, 
who 
were 
arrested when 
about to Leave Chicago a few weeks 
ago, pleaded guilty of forgery before 
Judge Tuley, and a few m inutes later 
were sentenced to Joliet for an inde­ 
term inate term . 
Although the 
men 
w ere glad 
to 
plead guilty without 
troubling the prosecution to present 
its evidence, they were not willing to 
tell the extent to which they had de­ 
frauded the railroads. 
A few facts about their operations 
were drawn from the men, but no con­ 
nected story was told by them. 
Thej 
am ounts of which the railroads have I 
been defrauded by them run into the i 
thousands of dollars, and 
railroads! 
throughout the country have been vic­ 
timized, but no definite idea of the ex­ 
tent of the operations can be secured. 
Tn addition to the forging and selling 
of employes’ passes, for which the men 
were arrested, they had another m eth­ 
od of obtaining transportation. 
They 
would present to the passenger agent 
of a railroad a forged letter from the 
head of another road, asking for trip 
passes for two employes of the foreign 
road. 
When this letter 
was honored 
by the issuance of the requested pass­ 
es. the pasteboards would be prom pt­ 
ly sold to a scalper. 
Meiers told 
of 
getting six return passes to im portant 
western points in this manner. 
They 
were sold to Bill Nye, a Chicago scal­ 
per. for $210, and 
were 
recovered 
from him. after the arrest of Meiers 
and Jones by the railroads interested. 
Meiers and 
Jones worked in one 
city after another through the coun­ 
try, and it was due to the vigilance of 
Central Passenger association officials 
who were on the lookout for them, 
that they were caught when they ap­ 
peared here. 
They ordered bogus au­ 
tograph stanm ps fromA. W. Martin & 
Co., m akers of rubber stam ps, who re­ 
ported the order to the passenger as­ 
sociation. 
The forgers depended on 
the possession of false stam ps and of 
paper and passes 
printed by them ­ 
selves for their success. 
Five Indictments. 
There were five indictm ents against 
the men, but when they pleaded guilty 
to the charge of forging a pass over 
the Norfolk A W estern the other in­ 
dictm ents were dropped. 
Since the arrest of the pair it has 
been learned that Meiers has a crim i­ 
nal record. His real nam e Is P. N. Van 
Sickel, his home is in New Lexington, 
O., and he was formerly a W agner car 
conductor. 
He was convicted a year 
ago in Reading, Pa., of obtaining em­ 
ploym ent by m eans of forged letters, 
and served a sentence of three months 
In the Berks county Jail. He was also 
convicted last May In New York city 
of forging the nam e of L. E. Rossiter, 
president of the Brooklyn Rapid T ran­ 
sit company, for which he served a 
short term in the Kings county 
Jail. 
He was a t the sam e tim e indicted for 


another forgery in New York, but es­ 
caped through a legal technicality. 
The men were prosecuted by T. E. 
Brodbelt, special agent of the Central 
Passenger association; Joseph J. Dor­ 
an, Philadelphia, general solicitor of 
the Norfolk & W estern, and John H. 
Coulter, of Chicago, were the 
attor­ 
neys for the railroads, and A ssistant 
State's Attorney Olsen 
appeared for 
the state. 
The 
witnesses 
heard 
were 
L. 
E. Johnson, of Roanoke, Va., general 
m anager of the Norfolk & W estern; 
J. C. Moorhead, of Cleveland, O., gen­ 
eral m anager of the Erie, and A. L. 
Bliss, of Cleveland, O., chief clerk of 
the Nickel Plate.—From the Chicago 
Inter-Ocean, November 28th, 1900.
